The  long-range  program  of  revitalizing  and  expanding  the 
English  program  in  Randolph  entered  its  second  year  under 
the  direction  of  Mr.  John  E.  Kearney,  Coordinator  of  English, 
with  the  addition  of  two  new  courses  in  the  high  school  and 
the  revision  of  several  others.
